EXECUTIVE ORDER 


EXCUSING FEDERAL EMPLOYEES FROM DUTY ON DECEMBER 26, 1969 


By virtue of the authority vested in me as President of the United States, it 
is hereby ordered as follows: 

Sec. 1. Employees of the several executive departments, independent establish 
meats, and other governmental agencies, including the General Accounting 
Office and the Government Printing Office, and their field services (except 
those employees of the Department of State, the Department of Defense, or 
other agencies who in the judgment of their agency heads should be at their 
posts of duty for national security or other public reasons, and fhoea employees 
whose absence frond duty would bo inconsistent with the provisions of existing 
law) shall be excused from duty on Friday, December 26, 1969, the day 
following Christmas Day. Such day shall be considered a holiday within the 
meaning of Executive Order No, 10358 of June 9* 1952, as amended, and of 
all statutes so far as they relate to the compensation and leave of employees 
of the United States, , ■ 

Sec. 2. The heads of departments, agencies, and independent establishments 
shall, to the extent consistent with the needs of the service, adopt a liberal 
policy for the granting of annual leave to all employees who wish to take such 
leave over the holiday period.

not object we will directly approach the cafeteria vendors ourselves or that 
if GSA wants to do this on their own this is agreeable to us. We do, however, 
wish to push this proposal as it is timely in light of developments in GSI. 

4. Overtime Policy : I brought to die attention of the Executive Director 
today the fact that the policy on overtime as set forth in the recent revision 
o:^^^^^^Hsets the upper limit of overtime at the maximum scheduled rate 
of GS-15. I pointed out that in the Deputies' Meeting where overtime policy 
was discussed we had recommended that the upper limit for overtime rate 
be based at the minimum of a GS-15 grade level. This means that no GS-15's 
and above would receive overtime. The group agreed to this proposal but did 
not want to change the regulation to reflect this. They felt that this could 
be done by direction through their staff mechanisms that no GS-15 and above 
should receive overtime. I pointed out to the Executive Director that this 
approach produces real problems, namely, that die word-of-mouth direction 
of no overtime for GS-15's and above is contrary to the regulations which 
authorize such and that any claim for overtime in effect has to be honored. 

I also pointed out the inequities that can develop through the ineffectiveness 
of a staff mechanism policy guidance and that different components will have 
contradictory approaches to diis policy. I pointed out that we already have 
several cases on the books. The Executive Director agreed with my position 
and asked diat I prepare a paper citing the problem and die cases that are 
existent for presentation to a Deputies' Meeting. 



6. Briefing of the Executive Committee on Space and Records Management : 
The Director has advised tiiat he wants to defer this briefing until after the 

1st of January 1970. 

7. Agency Film : The film was to be shown today at noon at Ames 
Building and at 3:00 p. m. at NPIC. Based upon the two previous runs it was 
apparent that the Agency employees did not understand the purpose of the film 
and this was reflected in their comments on the questionnaire. It was thought 
that a number of comments would be obviated if the employees were given 

a little background before the showing of the film. Accordingly I called Art 
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Lundahl and Les Bush and asked them to introduce the film at NPIC and Ames 
respectively and I outlined the points to be made in the film introduction. 
Each advised that he would be happy to do so.

4. Voluntary Investment Plan : Today the Director and the DDCI 
were briefed on the Voluntary Investment Plan otherwise known as the Take 
Stoc k Plan. Those attending were the Executive Director, General Counsel, 

The presentation was made by 
co-chairmen of the Take Stock Plan Task Force. 
The Director expressed great interest in the plan and asked a number of 
questions particularly on the legal aspects and the necessity of clearing this 
program with our Congressional committees. Mr. Houston assured the 
Director that there was no legal objection to this proposal and it was clearly 
within the authority of the Director to approve this program. In response 
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to a question as to why other departments in Government had not proposed 
such a plan the Director was informed that we were simply ahead of the other 
departments and agencies and that the plan was feasible in light of the Congressional 
legislation of last year authorizing agencies to make three deductions from 
an employee's salary at the election of the employee. TJ^Uj^^^^jake stock 
plan feasible. As regards the Congressional committees^^^^^^Bndicated 
that we had briefly touched base with senior staff members of each of the four 
committees but we simply put them on notice that we were exploring this 
possibility and this did not constitute a formal clearance nor an approval 
by those committees. The Director advised that he would take this responsi-
